not Russia, with great truth, say to bona. 
parte, * you call us Barbariaus, by what 
pretensions do you feel yourself entitied thus 
to stigmatise us? How are you rendered so 
eguitabie a judge as to be competent to form 
an estimate of us? What have wadeone to 
deserve such a stigma? Nothing but what 
you yourself have done, aud are still doing 
by stealth—trading with Great Britain. 
What has been the practice of your life for 
the last tweuty years? ‘The infliction of 


every sort of torture wherever you had 
the means: and that HEvrope, Asia, and 


Africa have alike felt! Even your owu 
family cannot bear you. Have you a single 
Russian of whom you can boast that: he had 
deserted the cause of his own couutry to join 
Ou the other hand, has not 
your owu brother, whom you had placed as 


„King of Holland, chosen to abdicate that 


throne rather than submit to follow your dic. 
tation? And has not another brother of 
yours thrown himself into the hauds of your 
enemies, knowing, that among them he will 
meet with that safety, which he could not rely 
on experiencing with you? And yet you call 
us Barbariaus. You, Napoleon, whose prac- 
tice has been auferre, traducere, rapere !’ 
His Lordship then came to that part of his 
Royal Mighness’s Speech which retated to the 
Sicilian Preaty, which, he contended, would 
contribute highly to the success of the cum. 
mon cause, and to render a large body of 
forces disposable for general purpose. Wûile 
every oue must agree with his Royal Highness 
in regretting that we did not stand in those 
rclattous of amity with America which could 
be wished, it was nevertheless a subject of 
high congratulation to observe the zeal and 
loyalty of our subjects in North America; 
and that they had not only withstood all the 
insidivus attempts made to seduce them from 
their allegiance, but that their exertions 
against tie two armies by whom they had 
bven attacked, had been emineutly successful, 
having in one instance, taken prisoners to tho 
number of twice their own army, and in the 
oniy other instance in which they had met an 
enemy, having completely routed them. 
‘Èhese instances went te give us the assurance, 
that our fellow.subjects in America only 
wanted opportunities to meet their foe, in or- 
der to earn fame themselves aad honear to the 
country. As to the Charter of the East. 
India Company, it weuld not be necessary 
for him to enter upoa the subject at present; 
the House would have au early opportunity 


of giving it the serious consideration which. 


its importance deserved. ‘The termination of 
our doinestie disturbances too, afforded sub. 
Jeet of high “congratalation. Having gone 
through the difterent topics in the Speech, his 
Lordship went oa to iafer, that there had not 
ef lute years heen so favourable a prospect of 
the independence of Europe, as the present 
perkod presented... At (he commencement of 
the last Parliament Great Britain stood alone ; 
Partugal was then robbed of the greater part 
of her territory; Russia and Sweden were 
then aeutralized by threats, and Spain by in- 
trigue. Bonaparte had then great resources, 
and was at the head of a great army, cum. 


manded by many of the ablest Generals in. 


Europe. . How differcut now? : Russia aud 
Sweden were now joined with us against him ; 
aud he was at (his moment obliged to secure 
his safcty by tlight. Spain was also now in a 
very different state from what she then was; 
one of the greatest armies cmploved for its 
subjugatien had been defeated by berd Wel. 
lington ; and the Wrench were obliged to unite 
taese.:whole disposable force, and thereby to 
evacuate the Southern Provinces, in order to 
chegk bis Eordship’s advance. 
warte hope from this, but that the spèll 
being broken, and his legions being no longer 
deemed inviacible, the prediction made by a 
great mast HOW no more, some years heuce, 
would at length be realized=—that Britain, 
being saved Íram the furnace, Europe would 
follow the example. He concluded by mov. 
ing an Address, which, as usual, was an echo 
of the Speech. 


Mr. Hart Davis, jun. seconded the Address, 
Fheeyes of all nations had for years been 
turned on this country, looking toit for the 
liberation of Europe from the dominion of 
France. The enemy had seen the valour of 
our troops in the glorious struggtes in Spain; 
and though Burgos had not been capturcd, 
the concentration of the forces by which that 
object had been effected, had caused the eva. 
éuation of the Southern Provinces of Spain. 
Bonaparte had, with a hardihood peculiar to 
himself, advanced to the capital of Russia, 
expecting that he might be enabled there, as 
He had at Berlin and Vienna, to dictate terms 
of peace; but the Emperor of Russia, with 
& magnanimity becoming his situation, re. 
Solved to sacrtfice his capital to the safety of 
his kingdom, shewed that he was not to be 


What. were. 


intimidated. He had also shewn towards 
this couutry, in entrusting to us his navy, a 
conüdence as honourable to his own cha. 
racter as to the purity of our principles, and 
from which confidence the most complete and 
cordial co-operation might be fairly expected. 
Having gone through the different topics in 
tie Speech, he concluded by seconding the 
Address. 

Mr. Canning rose and spoke ta the follow. 
ing effect: From uufeigned deference to that 
quarter from which it has been ueual for 
wmentments to Addresses to emanate, I 
should not, at this carly period of debate, 
have called for the attention of the House, 
had [not perceived, after the question had 
been put, that it was not likely that any such 
amendment would to nizht be proposed. KE 
shouid not, perhaps, Have thought it necos. 
sary to say 
explain the grouuds on which [ rest my 
couctrrence with the Address now moved, 
and the paliteations wit which it is right 
snould acc pany that concurrence. Had 
any ameadmeht been suzgested, in the present 
circiunstancos of the times, and in the present 
state of the [Touse, in making our decision 
between the two forms offered for adoplivu, 
it would be ft that our minds should have 
been swaycd mainly by one object, viz. to 
come to a vote which would the least pledge 
our judgments, aud leave the various subjects 
the ost open to future deliberation. In the 
first Session of a New Parliament, containing 
a grezter infuston of New Members than we 
hare orginarity seen on a change in the ro. 
presrutation 5 ia tke state of public aïtairs, 
voingplieaterlas we bekold them; after a speech 
nnavoidabiy touchteg many points of the 
higkest interest and importance, regarding 
some of which, at least, subsequent inguiry 
and information are necessary, it would be 
highly improper that the House should be 
pledged by a preeipitute decision. As any 
armeundinent would probably hare been more 
piecise, aud less general in its nature than the 
original Address, £ should have been inclined 
to give my vote in favour of the lätter. As 
far as ÍÌ was able to catch the wording of the 
Address submitted by the Noble Mover, I 
think that it does abstain from giving any 
pledge to the Prince Regent further’ than the 
House, and f believe every individual in the 
country, would be anxious to be plèdged,'1 
meat, tu give every imaginable and possible 
support to the Executive Government in the 
great coutest in which weare engaged (hear, 
heur !). It pledges us no further than to 
rejoice at events that have beeu fortunate, to 
regret transactions that hare been calamituus 
during the last six months, and it proposes, 
on our parts, to exert every energy to press 
or successes toa happy termination, or to 
correct those errors that have impeded our 
advancement. It adds a resolution which can 
scarcely be disapproved, to Furnisk means for 
more extended and strenuous eilorts. So far 
Ì atm convinced that this House, and an in 
calculable majority of the subjects of this 


realm, will be prepared, will be impatient tu 


proceed. But if, on the contrary, without 
limitation, remark, or illustration on points 
that require to be explained, the Address had 
eatercd into the details, pledging every in- 
dividual, not only to the: general „Priùcipie, 
but to the paz.eztars, it would have received 
my decided negative. Lis, therefore, merely, 


with a desire to guard myself against any 


Sweeping conclusions that may be drawu from 
it that I now present myself to you; not 
with any hostile or factious disposition to put 
unnecessary interrogatories, or to make cap- 
tious objectiouns on points demanding infore 
mation, which hereafter mav be applied, and 
I request the tudalgence of the House while 
Lexpiain my seatimeuts ou tne various topics 
that have been introduced to its notice. 


A general view of the present posture of 
our alfairs naturaliy divides itself into two 
branches, our domestic and our forcigu rela, 
tions; and our foreign relations are subdivicts 
ed into three distinct parts, relating to the 
three wars in the result of which we may be 
deemed, more or less, parties concerned. 1. 
The contest in the North of Europe, in which 
we are rather chcering, but deeply interested 
and anxivus spectators, than immediate agents, 
2. The conflict in the Peninsula, carried on 
wholly by our own resverces, though aided 
by our alties. 8. The war with tie United’ 
States, in which we are priucipals, and for 
the management of which we are exclusively 
responsible.— With respect to the first of these 
the war in the North of Burope (truly de. 
nominated by the Noble Mover, the child of 
the great cffort in the Peninsula, which ena.: 
bled subjugated Europe to reflect on and to 
arouse its energies) there can be but one feel. 
ing of ungualified admiration of the heroisme 
of the grcat aation that sustains the conflict 
(heur, hear, hear!). There can be but one 
sentiment of jey, that at a time when the 
tyrant of the world anticipated aa easy cor. 
quest; when he vainly thought that one de- 
cisive battle would subdue his foe; when he 
imagined that he knew his man, forgot that a 
change of circumstaaces might rouseà nation 


ay thing, were T not anxious to” 





in arms against him ; when he fancied, that if 
he builied and cajoled the Court, the Crown 
was at his mercy; but advancing in the fuit 
confidence of victory, he found a countless 
Population to dispute his road EF say when 
we look at all these circumstances, there is no 
man that must not feel his heart burn with 
transport—=there is no man that can avoid ree 
joicing at the overthrow of those false philo. 
sophical principles, which, having loug misled 
the world, have ended in misleading those 
who professed them. The effort the Russian 
‚nation is now making, may ripen their con= 
dition into freedom. Bonaparte idly flattered 
himself, that the people whom he had deno. 
minated barbarians and slaves, were dead to 
all patriotic feelings; that their minds were 
degraded even below the love of liherty; but 
to his bitter disappointment, he discovered 
that there is a sentiment of patriatism, an ine 
stinctive love of soil triumphant over the _ 
vices of positive institutions; he found, that. 
what for the last twenty years has been ad. 
vanced is utterly false: that before a natiog . 
enters into foreign wars, it begins ta spea. 
culate on domestic polity, and to pry 
into the mysteries of the comparative 
anatomy of its own frame (hear, heur !), 
Île has been taught that habit aud custom are 
suflicient to resist an adversary approaching 
with the specious offers of freedom, of hap. 
piness ; they arc sufficient to resist him, not 
because he i8funable to fulfil his promises, but 
because he is afbrcigner and an invader (hear, 
hear 1). Tho EÖntest will not be fruitless, if 
we ohtain the re-establishment ouly of this 
great axiom in national character, which some 
convulsions of the world have almost shaken 
to its base. ‘Phis, however, fortunately, is 
not all that we may fairly expect. It is futile 
to deny him wonderful abilities, which, ou . 
former occasiuns have delivered him from 
almost inevitable destruction ; yet it is ime 
possible, looking at his present perilous cone 
dition, for any man so to chastisce iis feelings 
as not, at least, to hope Chear, hear, hear ! ).

Government, for F hope it will be found that 
co-operation has been impeded by cvents 
which human wisdom could not foresee, and 
human power could not resist. It should not 
he forgotten, that in negociating a treaty with’ 
iweden, we did not stand on a footing of 
equality, and we had a richt to demand an 
equivalent for the boon we conceded. The 
acknowledgment of a new dynasty, originating 
in something like usurpation, was on our part 
à boon, and we had a claim for something in 
return, but what we should receive I do nat 
pretend, nor ís it now my purpose to inquire. 
Looking at the war in Russia in the poìnt of 
view suggested by the Noble Pora, as ema. 
nating from and encouraged by the contest 
in the Peninsula, it naturally suggests ana. 
ther view of our duty. Hitherto we have 
fought in Spain and Portugal for those nations 
merely; but if on the faith of the employ. 
ment we should there afford to the French 
armies ; if on the faith of the continuance of 
our eiforts there, contributing only our share, 
aad no more than our share to the general 
iberation of Europe, without giving assisa 
tance in men or money to our allics in the 
north, Russia engaged in this war, we must 
consider that we are not actuated to prosecute 
the Peninsula contest by obligatians merel 
to Portugal and Spain; but we hare the accu. 
mulated obligation to pursue it with all POS. 
sible vigour, since Russia, trusting to it, has 
plunged herself into hostilities with so power. 
ful aud disciplined anenemy. (Hear, hear 1). 
1 most unequivocally applaud the lauguage 
held out by Ministers at the commencement 
of the northern conttict‚—f£ Engage ( said 
they) in this war for your own interest—=we 
will aid you, as far ds we can‚ but depend not 
on our pecuniary or military aid in the 
North, but we will employ the French 
forces in“the Poninsula, aud then we shall, ia 
fact, contribute more to your success dh if 
we paid a subsidy into your treasury, or sent 
au army into vour territory.” Such was the 
inducement held out to the Emperor Alexan. 
der, to strain every nerve in Russia, and 
should not such language be equally an in. 
ducement to us to strain every nerve in the 
Peninsula ?—(hear, „hear !)-—My bosom 
Echoes back every word of ap lause that is 


applied to the distinguished exploits of our 
gallant army and its immortal leader, but 
when [ am called upon to say that any hopes, 
properly indulged at the commencement of 
the campaign, are fully gratified, L must 
guard myself from any supposed concur. 
Fence. Had the battle of Salamanta in its 
consequences, not stretched beyond the field 
on which it was fought, it still should meet 
my warmest praise: such was the ever gle- 
rious conflict of 'Talavera==but to the herves 
who atchieved the first of these triumphs, ’l 
must measure out, (if indeed its glory be not 
beyond all measure,) a very different meed of 
applause, for its consequences were such, as 
to raise the most sanguine hopes in the most 
desponding bosom. 

Ï know that itis impossible for any man not 
filting an official station to shew that more 
strenuous efforts might have been made, or 
that if made, they have been successful, ard 
on a former oecasion Í specially guarded my 
self from giving any decided opinion upon the 
subject. Thus much, however, I must say, 
that if there remain in the power of Ministers 
ary effort yet ‘unemployed, or any aid 
not yet afforded by the accumulation of 
Sorces to push our exertions in the Peainsula 
to the utmost stretch, it ought to have been 
appliëd to that best of all purposes at the 
C6mmencement of the war (kear, hear!) 
eÏf [ am asked by what test [ would fry 
the probability of their being able to augment 
te energies of our armies Pml reply, that if 
tirere be reinforcements that can now be sent 
oüt, the vnus probandi lies upon Ministers 
to shew why they were not dispatched at an 
eârly period. If auy measure can now be 
be recommended to augment the disposable 
force of the country, the burden of proof is 
upon Ministers to acquit themselves for uot 
häving brought it forward sig months ago. 
If any pecuniary aïd which is at ‚this time in 
contemplation to call upen the, country to 
give, then again it is the duty of Ministers to 
shew why in July they did not prolpng the 
Session for this object, knowing the intention 
of Russia to juin in the hostility to France; 
tlie assistance thus given at such a period 
Wauld not have been applied to remedy re- 
verses, but to follow up successes. L join 
therefore in this part of the congratulatury 
address, only on condition that it shall here- 
after be proved that no means existed of 
Waking the successes we have obtained decie 
sive, when so little was wanting to reach that 
wished for consummation. In this view the 
Bearer the successes of Marquis Wellington s 
approach to the summit of perfection, tk 


shew us that discontents of a serious nature 
prevail in France, aad while the Emperor 
Alexander is detaining Bonaparte far beyond 
his calculation in the North, a blow might be 
struck in Spain that would shake the tyrant’s 
throne to its foundation. What is called the 
economy of war, which restricts and husbands 
efforts, [ have always believed the most mis. 
taken policy. (Hear, hear!) The great 
and bold efforts that bring a war toa specdy 
termination are not only the most advanta- 
geous for the nation but the most beneticial 
to mankind. 
lf the doctrines that T have stated apply

1 cannot avvid thinking that we 
injure our ewu Cause by such dubious pusil- 
lanimity, and here let me observe, that [ do 
not sprak from mere conjecture, for Ì will 
read to the House a part of the speech of one 
of our warmest advocates beyond the waters 
of the Atlantic Hie is prophesying to his 
couutrymen the horrors and misery that will 
be occasioned by a war with Creat Britain, 
none of which predietions have been verified, 
by the indecisiun auf our Government The 
inevitable consequence is, that the British 
party iu the Uuited States is ridiculed and 
contemned as gloomy . rogunosticators of evils 
that have not aud will not be endured.

What injury the enemy will 
hbe able to intlict upon you; but here we iu=’ 
flict no injury upon America, and since she 
obtains all the advantages by. injuring us, why 
should she hesitate in prosecuting hostilities 
The other argument is of greater weight.
